Won’t Vote for McKinley. 

The McKinley men still-believe that these 
men will vote for McKinley, but the plan 
of procedure agreed on is as I have stated. 
They will remain in the convention hall 
but will not be a part of the convention. 
They and the people they represent will 
vote for the sftver candidate, whoever he 
may be, 

The loss of the western states looms up 
at the republican feast as a certainty and 
this is supplemented by an almost abso- 
lute certainty of the loss of all the middle 
states, which have been considered as the 
doubtful ores and which have decided elec- 
tions in the past. Still the gold standard 
howlers are blind to the importance’ of 
these facts. They openly boast that they 
have the money and that it is money that 
carries elections. 

Delay Dangerous for McKinley. 

The apparent victory of the anti-McKin- 
ley element—I say “apparent’’ for I do not 
consider it a real victory for those people— 
has brought about a remarkable change of 
sentiment. Protection and McKiniey have 
been so closely allied that as long as the 
protection fetich was kept to the front 
the Ohio man’s name was on all lips, but, 
with the change of issue has come a change 
of sentiment, which might, with a few 
days’ delay, prove disastrous to the chances 
of the man who has posed as the popular 
idol. 

Reed's name and the references to gold 
are the things cheered when cheers are 
given. This is true in the lobbies and was 
true in the convention hall this morning. 
It would be foolish to say that there is 
the least chance of McKinley being beaten 
now, but it is not foolish to say that were 
the contest for first place anywhere near 
close, or were this fight over the  plat- 
form to be delayed a few days longer the 
chances of a surprise would be excellent. 

As it stands it is McKinley and goid;

The democrats who have been among the 
Spectators at the convention are unani- 
mous in their belief that the action of 
the republicans in declaring for gold is 
the very best thing that could Rave hap- 
pened for democracy. One of the most 
prominent of these is Hon. W. J. Bryan, 
of Nebraska, who has indeed attracted 
scarcely less attention than the republican 
big guns. Mr. Bryan’s brilliant ability is 
testified to by his political enemies, as well 
as his political friends, and he is pointed 
out in the lobbies as one of the notables.

Mr. Bryan Couldn’t Have Done Better. 

“If the silver men had been allowed to 
fix a programme for the republicans to 
follow they could not possibly have made 
one more favorable,’ said he. ‘It is not 
the politicians who have shaped things; 
the people have done that. The people 
have: declaréd in unmistakable terms that 
the financial question is the issue before 
this country and they propose to vote on 
that issue this year.

CHAIRMAN CARTER CALLS THE 
CONVENTION TO ORDER.

The Temporary Chairman Makes His 
Talk and the Committees Are 
Announced. 


Convention Hall, St. Louis, Mo., June 16.— 
—The first day of the convention opened 
with unclouded skies and with the pros- 
pect of extremely hot weather. ,; 

Although the convention was not to be 
called to order until noon, the streets in 
the vicinity of the hall were thronged for 
two hours before that time with strangers, 


they could of the grand spectacle and 
we-e naturally drifted around the’ audi- 
torium, Sut the doors were closed to all 
persons, including delegates and alter- 
nates, umil the time should arrive for 
their official opening. 

The only exceptions to this rule were 
newspaper men, furnished with badges 
and tickets of admission, officials of the 
convention and® several hundred special 
and general aids to the sergeant-at-arms. 
The assignment of seats for the state 
delegations was not completei until ll 
o’ clock. 

In the section immediately to the right 
of the platform were fixed the placards of 
the seats of California, Colorado, 
necticut, Illinois, Washington, Alabama, 
Askansas, Florida, South Carolina, Louisi- 
ana, Nebraska, New Jersey, West Vir- 
ginia and Delaware, California and Ala- 
bama being in the front rows and the 
others coming behind them in the. order 
named. The other states were fixed in the 
section facing the platform one the left- 
hand side. ' 

An hour was occupied by the assistant 
sergeant-at-arms 
cating his deputies, ushers and assistant 
ushers and in the eantime a band of 
music in the gallery behind the platform 
played various airs. 

Owing to the’ vast ground,space the dis- 
tinguished delegates were lost in the 
throng upon entering and got to their 
Seats without recognition or applause, 


Evans the First Notable To Enter. 

Henry Clay Evans, of Tennéssee, was 
the first distinguished participant to ar- 
rive. He came in at 11:15 o'clock and took 
a seat to the left of the chairman's seat. 
Less than a hundred people were in the 
hall. 

When Mr. Platt appeared in the New 
York seats there was a volley of cheers 
from those in the neighborhood. The 
doors were not open for general admission 
until about a quarter past 11 o’clock, and 
from that time on spectators made their 


way to the galleries, but not in large num- 
bers, the tickets (for admission being put 
at the high figure of $0 for the set—that 
is for every session of the convention. 
At 11:35 the delegations began to ar- 
rive, those of California and Maine being 
the first to enter the hall. They did so 
without demonstrations. Other state dele- 
gations poured in rapidiy and soon the 
sections assigned them began to fill up

Outside the clash of brass bands was 
heard from time to time denofing the 
coming of the delegations. The Massachu- 
set‘s men, under the leadership of Sena- 
tor Lodge, wearing 4 smile of satisfaction 
on his face and a rose-colored dahlia in 
his buttonhole, took their seats quietly.

While waitirg for the convention to be 
called to order the band rendered some 
good music. In the interim of two pieces

At 12:0 o'clock Senator Carter, chair- 
man of the republican national committee, 
called the convention to order. By this

Chairman Carter said:

The secretary did so, In a voice which 
was inaudible at ten feet distant and amid 
frequent cries of “Louder.”’ Chairman 
Carter then said: 

*“Gentlemen of the convention, by direc- | 
tion of the national committee, I present 
for your approval for your temporary 
chairman Hon. Charles W. Fairbanks, of 
Indiana.”’ 

Mr. Sutherland, on behalf of the New | 
York delegation, moved that the selection 
of the committee be approved, and this 
was carried without a dissenting voice. 

Mir. Fairbanks, a tall and very slim 
gpntieman with a dark, close-cropped 
beard and moustache, came formard and 
in a clear and distinct tone, with only oc- 
casional references to his notes, delivered 
his address, which was frequently ap- 
Plauded. 

Temporary Chairman Fairbanks Talks. 

After expressing his profound gratitude 
for the expression of generous confidence 
which the convention had bestowed upon 
him Mr. Fairbanks devoted the first half 
of his remarks to a contrast of the record 
of the republican party with that of the 
democratic party as viewed from the 
standpoint of a protectionist. Incidental 
to this discussion Mr. Fairbanks made the 
assertion that the republican party had 
made ‘‘sound money,’ and that it also 
made an honest protective tariff to go 
With it. 

"Sound money’ and honest 
tariff,"’ he said, “go hand in 
one before the other. The | republican 
Party has not been. unfriendly to the 
proper use of silver. It has always favor- 
ed and favors today the use of silver as a 
part of our circulating medium. But it 
favors that use under such provisions and 
Safeguards as shall not impair the present 
national standard. The policy of the re- 
publican party is to retain both gold and 
silver as a part of our. circulating medium, 
while the policy of free coinage of silver 
leads to certain silver menometallism, It 
is an immutable law that two moneys of 
unequal value will not circulate together, 
and that the poorer always drives out the 
better. The republican party, desiring 
fairly to secure a large use of silver, 
pledged itself in favor of an international 
agreement. Harrison, true to the pledge 
of his party, took the initiatory steps and 
invited an international monetary con- 
ference at Brussels, at which the true ob- 
Ject of an international coinage agreement 
was ably and profitably discussed. The 
democratic party was also comuinitted to 
international bimetallism, but when it 
came into power the work which had been 
s0 auspiciously begun by the republican 
party was abandoned. It was so absorbed 
in its efforts te break down the McKinley 
law and empty the treasury that it haa no 
time to promete international bimetailism. 
Those who profess to believe that this 
government can, independently of the 
other great commercial. powers, open its 


protective 
hand, not 


Silver at a ratio of ls to 1, when the com- 
mercial ratio in all the great markets is 
30 to 1, and at the same time not drive 
every doliar of gold out of circulation, but 
aeceive themselves. 

“Great and splendid ani powerful as our 
€overnment is, it cannot accomplish tne 
imposridie. It cannot create value. it has 
not the alchemist’s subtie art of trans- 
muting unl.muited siiver into gold; nor can 
it, by omnipotent fiat, make bv cents wortn 
ju) cents. As well undcriake by a resoiu- 
tion of congress to suspend the laws of 
éravitation as attempt to cumpel an un- 
limited number of 5U-cent dollars to circu- 
late with lvv-cent dollars at a parity with 
each other. An attempt to compel un- 
limited dollars of such unequal value to 
circulate at a parity is bad in iorals and 
is v:c.ous in politics. Sound thinkers upon 
the great question of the currency know 
from the beginning of the experiment how 
miserably and certginly it would fail. The 
commerce of the country would be again 
thrown upon the sea of uncertainty, and 
the scepter of want would continue for 
years to haunt us. 

“Upon opening our mints to the inde- 
pendent free coinage of silver, foreign 
credits would be greatly curtailed. More 
than this, there would be a certain and 
sudden contraction of our currency by the 
expulsion of $620,000,000 of gold, and our 
paper and silver currency would instantly, 
and greatly, depreciate in purchasing pow- 
er. But one result would follow this. En- 
terprise would be further embarrassed, 
business demoralization would be increased 
and still further and more serious injury 
would be inflicted upon the laborers, the 
farmers, the merchants and all those whose 
welfare depends upon a wholesome com 
merce. A change from the present stan- 
dard to the low silver standard would cut 
down the recompense of~* labor, re- 
duce the value . of 


pensions would be cut in two, the benefi- 
ciaries of life insurance would suffer: in 
short, the injury would be so universal and 
fx.-reaching that a radical change can be 
contempiated only with the gravest appre- 
henson. 

“A sound currency is one of the essential 
Instruments in ght pay our commerce, 
It is the purpose of the republican party 
not only to develop our domestic trade, but

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to extend our commerce into the uttermost 
parts of‘the earth. We should not begin 
our contest for commercial supremacy by 
destroying our currency standard. All the 
leading powers with which we must com- 
pete suspended the free coinage of. sil- 
ver when the increased production of sil- 
ver forced the commercial ratio above the 
coinage ratio to gold. Shall we ignore their 
ripened experience? Shall we attempt what 
they have found utterl impossible? Shall 
it be said that our standard is below theirs? 
You cannot build the prosperity upon a 
base of fluctuating currency. As well un- 
dertake to build upon the changing sands of 
the sea. A sound currency defrauds no one. 
It is good alike in the hands of the em- 
ploye and employer; the laborer and the 
capitalist. Upon faith in its worth, its sta- 
bility, we go forward planning for the fu- 
ture; the capitalist erects his factories, ac- 
quires his materials, employs his artisans 
mechanics and laborers. He is confident 
that his margin will not be Swept away by 
fluctuation in the currency. The laborer 
knows that the money earned by his toil 
is honest as his to!l and it is unquestioned 
in its purchasing power. He likewise knows 
that it requires as much labor to earn a 
ed dollar as a good one, and he alsa 
nows that if poor money is abroad it sure- 
ly finds its way into his pocket. We pro- 
test aga‘nst a lower standard of commer- 
cial honor.

Mr. Teller, of Colo- 
rado, placed Mr. Dubois in nomination. 

Forty-one persons answered to their 
Names. Foraker was elected—thirty-five 
votes being cast for him and five for Du- 
bois. Those whl voted for Dubois were 
the memibers from Coldrado, Montana, 
Nurth Carolina and Utah. Neither For- 
aker nor Dubois voted, the former an- 
nouncing that he refrained trom voting as 
a matter of principle and not because of 
his lack of personal esteem for his com- 
petitor.

This suggestion was op- 
posed by Messrs. Teller and Dubois, the 
leaders of the silver movement; on the 
ground that it- was better to discuss the 
financial plank in full committee. If its 
consideration was left to a sub-committee 
they contended that the arguments against 
a gold standard plank, which they unde» 
stood was to be adopted, would have to he 
made twice. They thought it advisable, 
therefore, that so far as that particular 
plank was concerned the sub-committee 
might be excused from considering it. Mr. 
Merriam’s motion was carried, and the 
chair appointed a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Foraker, or Ohio, chairman ex- 
officio: Lodge, of Massachusetts; Merriam, 
of ‘Minnesota, Fessenden, of Connecticut; 
Teller, of Colorado; Warmoth, of Louisi- 
ana, and Patterson, of Lilinois.

Credentials Committee at Work. 

Just as soon as the committee on cre- 
dentials had organized, J. C. Cowen, of Ne- 
braska, submitted the following resolu- 
tion: 

“That the roll of delegates and alter- 
nates prepared by the national committee 
for the purpose of the temporary organiza- 
tion be, and thé same fs hereby adopted 
by this committee as the true and correct 
roll of the delegates and alternates of the 
coivention, and that this committee pro- 
ceed with the hearing of the contests re- 
ferred to it by the national committee, viz: 
the delegates and alternates from the 
state of Delaware and the delegates and 
alternates from the state of Texas.”’ 

Mr. W. P. Hepburn, of Iowa, offered the 
following-substitute: 

“That the secretary be instructed to ob- 
tain from the national committee all pa- 
pers and documents filed and before him 
in the contests for seats in the convention, 
and that therefore this committee proceed 
to dispose of all contests in alphabetical 
order of seats.’’ 

This substitute was lost by a vote of 29 
nays and 17 yeas, thus showing that the 
McKinley men of the committee who de- 
sire to shut out any further hearing of 
the contests have won and that the tem- 
porary roll of the convention as far as 
completed will be made permanent and 
the work of the convention shortened. The 
committee adjourned until 7:30 p. m. with- 
out taking a vote on the pending motion. 

Before adjourning, however, (Messrs. 
Thompson, of Ohio; Hepburn, of lowa, 
and Cohen, of Nebraska, were appointed 
a committee to formulate rules for any 
contests that the convention may hear. 

Nearly every member responded to the 
roll call when the committee reassembled 
at 7:30 o’clock. 

Mr. Sutherland, of New York, moved 
that representatives of the press associa- 
tions be admitted to the sessions of the 
committee, and this was carried unani- 
mously, all other persons not connected 
with the committee’s investigation being 
required to withdraw. A sub-committee 
reported in favor of giving two hours for 
the discussion of the Higgins-Addicks 
Delaware case and an hour and a half to 
the Texas case, This report was antago- 
nized by Mr. -@fepburn, of Iowa, who 
moved that two hours be given to each 
side in this contest, but the proposition 
was defeated by an overwhelming ma-

At 8 o’clock promptly the Delaware con- 
testants began the presentation of their 
case. There was a great washing of dirty 
linen. At 10:40 o’clock the contestees and 
contestants retired and the committee 
went into executive session. The resolu- 
tion to seat the Addicks delegation was 
defeated—20 yeas, 29 navs. The committee 
then voted on the question of seating the 
Higgins delegation—yeas 31, nays 17.

THE PRESIDENT STILL GIVES BAD ADVICE 


From His High Station He Sends Out 
a Statement Professing Loyalty 
to the Party. — 


Washington, June 16.—President Cleve- 
land today made the following reply to a 
representative: of The New York Herald. 
who asked of the president a statement 
concerning the democratic situation. Mr. 
Cleveland said: | 3 

“T have made no figures as to the prob- 
able action of the delegates already chosen 


or to be chosen to the democratic national 


convention, but I refuse to believe that 
vhen the time arrives for deliberate ac- 
ticn, there will be engrafted upon Our 
democratic creed a demand for the free, 
unlimited and independent coinage of sil- 
ver. I cannot believe this, because I know 
the democratic party is neither unpatriotic 
nor foolish, and because it seems so clear 
to me that such a course will :inflict a 
very great injury upon every interest of 
our country, which it has been the mission 
of the democracy to advance, and will 
result in lasting disaster to our party 
organization. There is little hope that, as 
a means of success, this free silver propo- 
sition, after its thorough discussion during 
a political campaign, will attract a majority 
of the votes of the country. It must be 
that many of the illusions influencing those 
now relying upon this alleged panacea for 
their ills will be dispelled before’ the time 
comes for them to cast their ballots which 
will express their sober second thought. 

“The adoption by the democracy of this 
proposition would, I beliéve, give to our 
opponents an advantage, both in the pres- 
ent and future, which they do not deserve. 

‘My attachment to true democracy is so 
strong that I consider its success as iden- 
tical with the promotion of the country’s 
good. This ought sufficiently to account 
for my anxiety that no mistake be made 
at our party convention. In my opinion, 
no effort should be spared to secure such. 
action of the delegates as will avert party 
demcralization. 

“Tt is a place for consultation and com- 
parison of views, and those democrats who 
believe in the cause of sound money should 
there be heard, and be constantly in evi- 
dence. irk 

“A cause worth fighting for is worth 
fighting for to the end. If sound money 
democrats suppose there is danger of a 
mistake being made, such danger should 
stimulate their activity in averting it, in- 
stead of creating discouragement. 

“I am very far from arrogating to my- 
self a controlling influence upon the policy 
of my party; but as an unflinching demo- 
crat, who has been honored by his party 
and who desires wnereafter no greater 
political privileges than to occupy the place 
of a private in its ranks, I hope I may not 
be blamed for saying this much at this 
time, in the interest, as it seems to me, of 
the grand old organization, so rich in 
honorable traditions, so justly proud of its 
achievements and always brave in ‘its bat- 
tles for the people’s welfare.’’ 


TILLMAN AT NASHVILLE. 


The South Carolina Senator Speaks 
at Tennessee’s Capital. 
Nashville, Tenn., June 16.—Senator Till- 
man spoke two hours at the state capitol 
to a large crowd. His speech was enthu- 
siastically received and was entirely in 
line with his other efforts which have made 
him famous.

He would accept no place in McKinley's 
cabinet. He is now in the office next to 
the presidency. If he does not climb to 
the highest this time I rather think he 
will ‘leave politics and devote himself to 
the practice of law.”’

Crops in Alabama. 

The following is Section Director Chof- 
fee’s report for the week: 

“The weather conditions over this section 
during the week ending June 15th, were 
marked by general and in many localjties 
heavy rains during the first two days, fol- 
lowed by quite cool, but fair weather dur- 
ing the remainder of the week. 

“The rains, following those of the previous 

week, retarded cultivation over the entire 
section, and did some little damage to 
cotton on the lowlands; and high winds on 
the 9th damaged crops in scattered locali- 
ties. . ; 
“As an exception to the general condi- 
tion, must be noted portions of the east- 
central part of the state, where crops are 
badly spotted, some places reporting a 
decided need of moisture. 

“Cotton is in all stages, from: some little, 
in which chopping is not completed and 
beginning to bloom in northern counties} 
to fruiting in central and southern coun- 
ties. Much cleaning has been done during 
the last few’ days of dry weather, but 
there is considerable grass still in the 
fields. The recent cool. weather has re- 
tarded growth and started lice, and there 
are some complaints of sappy stalks, but, 
as a whole, the crop is in very fair condi- 
tion and fruiting well. 

Torn is practically made, and is in very 
fair condition, except some drowned out on 
lowlands: young corn especially promising: 
roasting ears plentiful; most of the éror 
laid by, and field peas being nlanted be- 
tween rows. Oats were saved 
good condition, and vield better than an- 
ticipated. Oat land being largely replanted 
in peanuts and field peas. 

“Cane, peanuts and notatoes excellent: 
all vegetables plentiful: second crop of 
potatoes being planted; melons doing well: 
ro change in fruit prospect; pastures 
flourishing.”

ALFRED BAKER DEAD. 


WAS ONE OF THE LEADING MEN 
OF AUGUSTA, 


Connected with a Large Number of 
Business Enterprises and Was 
Very Wealthy. 


Augusta, Ga., Jun® 16.—(Special.)—Alfred 
H. Baker, president of the National Ex- 
change bank and of the Augusta, Savings 
bank, died this afternoon at 6:30 o’clock. 
The death occurred at his home on the 
hill, where Augvsta aristocracy resides. 
Mr. Baker was vo-n in Warren county, 
February 8, 1811. His father was Edwin 
gakér, for years state senator and an in- 
fluential politician. As a boy Mr. Baker 
came to Augusta and entered business. In 
1870 he organized the National Exchange 
bank and was elected president. InelS875 ie 
VigaiuZeed luc BaviNgS vaukK and Was eiecied 
president. He was perhaps the richest man 
in Augusta. His wealth is estimated ata 
half to one ani a half millions. He was 
the promoter and largest stockholder of 
the Hotel Bon Air, director in the Georgia 
Chemical works and largely interested in 
the Enterprise Manufacturing Company, be- 
ing for years a director. He was in the 
c:ty at foe Sanks today. After dinner he 
lay on a lounge, -where he was found dead 
ten minutes later. He leaves one daugh- 
ter, married to Dr. John Bransford, surgeon 
in the United States navy.

Masons Meet Tonight To Arrange for the 
Erection of the Masonic Temple. 


FINAL ACTION MAY BE TAKEN 


New Directors Will Be Belected at the 


Meeting and Important Matters _ 
Will Come Up. 


Important action will be taken this even- 


ing by the directors of the Masonic order 
in regard to the erection of the proposed 


ten-story building. 
The building. has been in contemplation 


for several months, and the lot on the 
corner of North Pryor street and Auburn 
avenue is the probable site of the new 


Masonic temple. 

At the meeting of the directors this even- 
ing the matter will be thoroughly discuss- 
ed, and it may be that definite action will 
be taken before the meeting adjourns. 

About five years ago the Masons pur- 
chased the lot diagonally across from the 
Young Men’s Christian Association build- 
ing with the idea of ultimately improving 
the property with a handsome building 
that would be a credit to the organization. 
This Tot has. been paid for, and now the 
Masons are looking about with a view to 
beginning the work on the new building. 

Two plans will be presented the dtrec- 
tors at their meeting tonight, and other 
plans are now being prepared by archi- 
tects. Provided the money can be raised 
among the members of the order, the build- 
ing will be carried ten stories high. This 
is what the Masons desire, and the plans to 
‘be considered this evening provide for a 
building that high. 
after @ thorough canvass of the member- 
ship, that the amount necessary for a ten- 
story building could not be raised, a build- 
ing eight stories high would then be built, 
But there seems to be no doubt that 
enough money can be easily secured for all 
purposes, and the building is regarded as 
one of the certainties of the future. 


Want a Ten Story Building. 


The ten-story building is what the Ma- 
sons want and ten stories it will doubtless 


be. 
When this building is completed North 
Pryor street will be the center of the 
tall buildings of the city. On one corner 
will stand the Equitable, and adjoining will 
be the long block of sky-scrapers all the 
way to the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation building. Just across the street 
from the Equitable is the Inman-Smith 
building, which is to receive two or three 
additional floors in the near future. Just 
beyond the Masonic temple, a little further 
up the street is the Lowndes building, 
which will be carried to seven fioors for 
the present, with a probable addition in 
the future. One block further up is the 
Grand opera house and the Aragon hotel, 
while one block south of the Equitable ts 
the Kimball. 

“We will probably erect a ten-story build- 
ing,’’ said Mr. Parkhurst yesterday. ‘‘Our 
idea is to build a structure that will be an 
honor to the order and an ornament to the 
city. The first floor of the building will be 
occupied by stores, while the floors up to 
the eighth will be rented for office pur- 
poses, The ninth and tenth will be used 
entirely by the Masons for their lodge- 
rooms. 5 

Other Matters To Be Considered. 

At the meeting this evening other matters 
than the building question will come up for 
discussion. 

New directars are to be selected and sev- 
eral matters of a routine nature will be 
considered.

A NEW BICYCLE 


i eit tem 


Which Is Easier To Mount and the 


Rider Sits More Comfortable. 

Washington, June 16.—(Special.)—The 
state department has the bicycle craze. 
All our foreign consuls are sending in 
letters about the use of bicycles in the 
countries in which they are stationed. The 
consul at ‘Berlin advises shipments of 
American bicycles to Germany. Though 
they make many there, he says ours are 
lighter and better. 

Mr. Ridgely, our consul at Geneva, 
Switzerland, in his letter tells us about a 
new bicycle and sends a picture of it. 

Here is what he says: 

“I transmit herewith the drawing of a 
bicycle which has been invented in Ge- 
neva, and which is to be exhibited at the 
Swiss national exposition. It is claimed 
for this machine that the position which 
the rider occupies upon it is not only in- 
finitely easier, but that by means of the 
support for the back, hits forces are far 
more effectively utilized and with con- 
siderably less fatigue. ‘His position, as 
shown by the drawing, is held to be the 
normal position of a man in a sitting po- 
sition, and the bicycle is therefore called 
‘La Bicyclette Normale.’ The inventor 
says in his prospectus: | 

"The. principle of the machine is the 
utilization of _ considerable amount of 
force, very little Known, which is affordéd 
by a point of support. Without this point 
of support the only force a man has is his 
own weight. On the other hand, if the 
back be well supported, he has in each 
leg a force more than treble his own 
weight, and. which is, in fact, equal to the 
weight he is capable of carrying com- 
bined with that of his own body. The 
construction of the ‘Normal bicycle’ is 
intended to make use of this considerable 
amount of wasted force. The point of 
support 1s the back of the seat, by means 
of which the cyclist’s body is thrown 
back and his legs lifted up, Owing to the 
position of tHe pédals. The body is thus 
placed in a “normal’’ posture—hence the 
name of the machine—he is upright or 
leaning slightly backward. The “Normal 
bicycle’ presents the advantages. of 
greater safety, perfect comfort, healthy 
position, a greater power over the ma-

chine, greater speed, both up hill and on 
level ground, and less fatigue.’ 

“It is also claimed for. his bicycle that, 
being much dower than the ordinary s0- 
called ‘safety’ bicycle, it is much easier 
to mount, :

The 
ease with which it ascended hills was 
er noticeable.

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NAVAL DRILL AT) BRUNSWICK. 


Reserves Practice on the Monitor. 
Ten-Inch Gun To Be Fired. 


Brunswick, Ga,, June 16.—(Special.)—Al- 
though this year’s practice on board the 


monitor Amphitrite is the second in the. 


history of the Brunswick naval reserves, 
the interest on board has not waned, but 
on the contrary shows a perceptible in- 
crease, and toddy a large number of men 
went down to take lessons. The gun squads 
were instructed in working the turret guns, 
Pulling boats, signal code, pistol practice 
and drilling, while the old reserves were 
given instruction in rifle practice, shooting 
off the one, three and four-pound guns, 
boat crews, cutlass drills and fencing. 

The company in the fire’ collision drills 
is making the score on ship board lively 
and exciting, as well as instructive. 

At 1 o’clock the revenue cutter Boutwell 
hove in sight and was signaled by the Am- 
phitrite. Lfeutenant Aiken, of the reserves, 
with a volunteer boat crew of twelve, put 
off from St. Simon's, where they had just 
landed, and pulled to the monitor, meeting 
Captain Kilgore, of the Boutwell, on board. 
In response to a request from Lieutenant 
Aiken, Captain Kilgore tendered the Bout- 
well to the reservés tomorrow to accompa- 
ny the Amphitrite to séa, where the big 
ten-inch guns will be fired, and then bring 
the reserves back to Brunswick. This com- 
pletes the Brunswick command’s second 
yearly drill on sh'e board, while the monitor 
will proceed to Savannah. 

The ten-inch guns to be fired tomorrow 
carry a ball weighing 500 pounds and each 
ball requires 229 pounds of powder to carry 
it.\“-Phe range will be five miles and the 
guns will be fired about 3 o'clock, when the 
outer bar is crossed. Owing to the tremen- 
dous concussion felt on shore, Captain Wise 
did not desire to shoot the big guns this 
side of the bar, hence the trip of the re- 
serves and their indebtedness to Captain 
Kilgore,of the Bountwell, for the courtesy of 
transportation. 

Tonight at 8:30 o’clock the Amphitrite by 
flash light signals communicated with the 
reserve officers in Brunswick, five miles 
distant, the signals being received from the 
Oglethorpe water tower and answered by 
rockets.

BASEBALL FIFTY YEARS OLD. 
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The First Match Game Ever Played 
Took Place June 19, 1846. 

Baseball is just fifty years old. The 
first match game of baseball ever played 
took place at Hoboken, N. J., June 19, 
1846. The game had gradually grown out 
of the old English schoolboy game of 
rounders. Like man, according to Darvin, 
baseball is the result of evolution. Round- 
ers evoluted into ‘‘tewnball.’’ In the lat- 
ter sport instead of bases, there were 
‘oorners.’’ These were urnattenced and 
runners were put out by being hit with the 
ball, thrown directly at them by the 
fielder. The ball ‘was therefore much 
softer than a baseball. It was composed 
wholly of rubber. 

In the early forties a party of New 
Yorkers assembled on a vacant lot, then 
a long way out of town and now covered 
by the Madison Square garden, to play 
townball every Wednesday and Saturday. 
At length some of them began to think 
that the sport might. be grewtly improved. 
It was finally decided to substitute 
‘“hbases’’ for “‘corners,’’ to use a ball with 
hard rubber center wound with yarn 
leather, to place men 
and to change the 
“baseball.” On Sep- 
men organized the 
and called it. the 
Thus our national 
game was vorn. It has undergone §in- 
numerable changes singe then. There 
were soon a number of baseball clubs in 
and around New York. 

The first match game, June 19, 1846, was 
between the Knickerbocker. and New 
York clutvs. It comprised only four in- 
nings, the rule then being that the club 
first making twenty-one runs in even in- 
nings was the winner. The gradual 
growth of baseball to other parts of the 
country was slow. Townbail continued to 
be played, and its votaries did not take 
kindly to baseball. Baseball ‘was not 
played in Philadelphia—only ninety miles 
from New York—until 1860, fifteen years 
after its birth. In''that year the Olympic 
townball club, of that city, organized in 
1833, decided to play baseball instead there- 
after. The first ‘baseball match in Phila- 
delphia took place June 11, 1860, between

San Francisco's first match took place 
Februavy 22, 1860. Baseball was not played 
in the New BPngiand states till five or six 
years after its birth, and .then only in 
such a modified form that it was called 
‘the New ‘England game,’’ in contra-dis- 
tinction to “the New ¥ork game.’’ The 
originators of our. national game were 
men who played baseball merely for recre- 
ation and would have lightly esteemed 
any one who would have transformed it 
into a business or profession. They and 
their followers for several generations 
were determined that it should be a gen- 
tleman’s game. As clubs multiplied 
throughout the country it became neces- 
sary to establish some general orgahiza- 
tion with authority to control and regu- 
late the interests,of the sport and its 
playing rules. Accordingly there was 
formed the National Association of Rase- 
ball Players, in which any club was en- 
titled to membership, with the privilege 
4 sending delegates to the annual meet- 
ng.

The Lamented Author of “the Star 
Spangled Banner.’’ 


THE ORIGIN OF THE POEM 


An Effort To Erect a Monument Over 
the Dust of One of America’s 
Greatest Bards. 


From The Philadelphia Times. 

Francis Scott Key, the author of “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” to whose grave an 
effort has recently been made to raise 
funds for ‘the erection of a suitable monu- 
ment, was the father of Mrs. George H. 
Pendleton, of this city, who died a few 
years ago, leaving a family who cherish 
the memories of the noted hymn writer. 
Among some of the papers of the family 
are the ever familiar stories of the events 
leading to Key's inspiration and authorship 
of this national renowned song. Some of 
the most pro ent and interesting facts 
are gleaned from\a paper that wa.» read 

1 Society of Pennsy'va- 
nia a few days ago. The grave of Key Is 
in a public cemetéry not far from. F'rede- 
rick, Md., the home\of his birth, and is on- 
ly marked by a slab, almost overgrown 
with weeds and bushes. 

Mr. Key was born near Frederick, Md., 
August 1, 1779. After graduating at St. 
John’s Law college in Annapolis, he began 
a successful practice in Georgetown, Md. 
His career was such that he was soon ap- 
pointed district attorney of Washington, 
and was considered one of the most bril- 
liant attorneys of the day. He was poet 
and wit as well as lawyer, as a few of hi¢ 
productions had already gained the admira- 
tion of his friends before his name became 
a household word throughout the land. 
Key was a great friend to Dr. William 
Beanes, and it was through a string of 
circumstances happening while boarding 
at the latter’s house that led up to the soul- 
stirring words of the ballad. 8 

In 1814 he and four or five of his most 
intimate friends were spending the sum- 
mer at the Beanes retreat. During the 
summer Admiral Cockburn and General 
Ross campaigned a march upon the capital’ 
When they reached Marlboro, the officers 


hand their staff made their headquarters at 


the doctor’s residenca. They were well 
pleased with the reception given them, und 
General Ross placed guards around the 
grounds as means of protection against 
any depredations of which the »s2ldiers 
might be guilty. 

The march on Washington was mide in 
August, resulting in the destruction of the 
capitol, president’s house, navy yards, ar- 
senal; public stores und the varivus Dé ws- 
paper offices. The British “ere uneciccess- 
fully attacked by a small army of raw 
recruits. While the air was ‘lense with 
smoke, some one rushed with gladuess into 
Dr. Beanes’s yard crying, ‘‘The redcoats ére 
whipped, I see them coming over the hill.” 
As they were retreating over the hill, the 
doctor and his friends descended to the 
spring in the hollow for a rink. While 
there three British soldiers appe2arel e.d 
declared they had been victorious. A dis- 
pute arose resulting in a fight. he red- 
coats were overpowered, taken and coufined 
as prisoners in the courthouse. Cockturn 
soon heard of it, and that night sent a body 
of soldiers to liberate the subjects and re- 
turn with Beanes. The doctor was unmer- 
cifully treated and imprisomed in one of the 
ships. Key was bound to have his friend 
released, and consulted President Madison, 
who gave orders and placed a boat at his 
service. Key, with his associates, , ovver- 
took the British boat. near the mouth of 
the Potomac. 

Key’s persuasion was -unsuccessful with 
the admiral, who stated in strong torms 
that Beanes should be hanged. His argu- 
ment with General Ross was more effectual, 
who, after considering the matter, concluc- 
ed that Beanes might be released should 
their attack on Baltimore be unsuccessful. 
After landing, Ross moved up the Patuxent 
to Fort McHenry. Meanwhile Beanes had 
been transferred to Key’s vessel and kept 
under British guards. Baltimore was plain- 
ly in ssyht from the small American vessel. 

Throughout the night shot and shell were 
constantly flying. Theirs was intense ago- 
ny awaiting the result of the conflict. Just 
at dawn the firing ceased and calmness 
reigned. But yet their suspense was not 
relieved, as the smoke was so low they 
could not see from the ship’s @eck which 
flag was floating. Key often said that was 
the most triying time ‘of his life. .As the 
sun rose, a faint glimpse of the American 
flag could be seen through glasses, wav.ng 
in the breeze. At the sight of tho fing, 
Key could only find expression for h‘y feel- 
ings by writing the first two stanzus of 
the “Star Spangled Banner.”’ 

The British could be seen retreating, hear- 
ing the body of Ross, a corpse. They 
boarded their vessel leaving Dr. Seanes, 
Key and their friends free. Key wroie ihe 
lines while on the vessel on the back of 
an old letter he found in his >ocket. lt was 
published and sung for the first time Sep- 
tember 15, 1814. Key died in Baltimore Jan- 
vary 11, 1842.

Pfretazschner under stood to perfection how 
to express in the juvenile traits a presenti- 
ment of that high inteMectuality and of the 
coming greatness of Bismarck. In the main 
the artist has taken his idea from a draw- 
ing made by a cousin of Prince Bismarck, 
Baron von Kessel, who was with him at 
Gottingen during his years of study. When 
shown the first model of the work Prince 
Bismarck was not quite satisfied, claiming 
that his cousin had drawn too much of a 
pout to his lips. The prince stated at that 
time that his nether lip was always strong- 
er than the upper one. A strong upper lip 
signified imperiotsness while he had al- 
ways preferred to obey nobody.than to 
give orders to others. A strong upper 
lip, however, stands for energy and tenac- 
ity, and, as he says lilmself, he was al- 
ways somewhat energetic. Some changes 
were made according to these hints of 
Prince Bismarck, and the model before be- 
ing executed was fully indorsed by him. 
The Bismrack of: today ‘is stift the adored 
ideal of all German students, and never 
was a subscription more popular and more 
quickly completed than the collection of 
funds for this monument, raised by stu- 
dents for a former fellow-graduate. He 
is still remembered: by sonie going through

The Closing Scenes of a. Most Remark- 
able Career.

Particulars of the last illness of Miss 
Kate Field were received yesterday from 
Honolulu. The first appearance of the 
disease which resulted in Miss Field’s 
death was at Kailau, on May 18th, when 
she complained of pains in the chest, but 
did not consider the matter at all serious 
and announced her intention of going on 
to Kaawaloa, accompanied by Miss Pards, 
with whom she had been boarding at 
Kaftlau. On her arrival at Kaawaloa Miss 
Field’s condition became so much worse 
that she yielded to the earnest entreaties 
of her companion and consented to return 
to Honolulu. 

While waiting the arrival of the steamer 
W. G Hall her condition continued to 
grow worse, and when the steamer came 
in on Monday, May 18th, Dr: Adriance, of 
the yacht Coronet, who was a passenger, 
pronounced her to be seriously ill. Dr. 
Adriance took charge of the patient on 
the steamer and administered restoratives 
to which the disease yielded temporarily.

Society has a new fad. Swimming parties 
are the proper thing for those who, by so- 
cial law, are now deprived of the pleasures 
of the 5 o’clock teas, dancing, theater par- 
ties and other amusements of the season 
just closed. 

Fashionable folks have literally taken to 
the water—not to the surfs of the great 
seaside resorts, not to the mountain lakes, 
but to an artificial pond of fresh water right 
in the center ofthe swell residence district 
of this city. 

The swimming parties are usually made 

up of about twenty women and men and 
are, of course, exclusive invitation affairs. 
Not many of these aquatic functions have 
been held, but there have been enough of 
them to make the sport an established fad 
and arrangements have been made for 
many more, some even so far ahead as next 
fall. : 
The scene of the gayety is at the Fifth 
Avenue ewffitming school, just of the ave- 
nue on Forty-fifth street. This place is, in 
fact, the only one in the city where such 
functions could be held, as there is no other 
swimming institution outside of clubs of 
sufficient size and exclusiveness open the 
year round. It is on the site of the well- 
known swimming school established in 1833 
by Professor Gebhard. It is very complete 
in its appointments and admirably adapted 
to the uses to which society is putting it. 

The swimming pool measures sixty by 
thirty-five feet and is from two and a half 
to six feet deep, there being a gradual de- 
scent from one end to the other. Its ca- 
pacity is 80,000 gallons. As the water is 
constantly changing it is always inviting. 
It is kept at a comfortable temperature. 

Dignity must be left outside by those 
joining such a party. It is impossible for 
any one clad in a bathing suit to look dig- 
nified while in swihming. A score of peo- 
ple who are among those suppose to set 
the pace in proper decorum present an odd 
appéarance paddling and splashing in this 
tank. 

The party remains in the water about a 
half hour. Then the women dry and ar-

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What Is Their Remedy? 

Occasionally we hit upon some very 

‘queer statements in the newspapers that 

have been so shortsighted as to lend 
their influence to the schemes of the 
gold syndicater and the money power. 
The latest and the most refreshing we 
find in The New York Herald of last 
Friday. 

“The only element,” says The Herald, 
“which gives strength to the silver party 
is the element which cries for ‘more 
money.’ The sound money democrats 
can easily provide safe methods of satis- 

fying this demand without going into a 
silver debauch. But they must at once 
begin a real and thorough campaign of 
education on the silver question, which 
The Herald has been pioneering since 
1890.” : 

Now, taking this as you find it, up one 
side and down the other, and straight 
through the middle, it is about the fun- 
niest contribution that has yet been 
made to the curiosities of the campaign. 
If the so-called “‘sound’” money men 
“can easily provide safe methods of 
satisfying this demand” for more money, 
why, in the name of decency and com- 
mon sense, don’t they come to the front 
and take the public into their confi- 
dence? Why don’t ‘they satisfy the 

‘tratural curiosity of the voters of tlie 
country as to the character of these “‘safe 
methods?’ How are the people to know 
whether the “methods” are “safe” or not 
unless the so-called “sound” money men 
make a clean breast of them? Why do 
the men who favor the gokl standard 
go about with the secret of their “safe 
methods” locked up in their various 
bosoms, as if it were a recipe to be pat- 
ented and peddled about for a price? 

The financial discussion has now been 
going on for nearly twenty years. It 
was beguu as far back as 1877, and 
during the past three years it has taken 
precedence in all the newspapers over 
every other topic and every other issue. 
And yet, as The New York Herald ad- 
mits, the gold men have been’ going 
about, bursting with their “safe 
methods” and refusing to make them 
public. | 

What are these “safe methods?’ Will 
The Herald inform us? Is the plan to 
place the control of the currency in the 
hands of the banking corporations one 
of the “safe methods?’ If so let The 
Herald and the gold men explain how 
the credit of the government, which they 
claim is not sufficient to keep the green- 


backs and treasury notes at par with 


gold, would ‘be strengthened by farming 
it out in all parts of the country? 

Mr. Carlisle, before he had utterly 
surrendered his convictions to the money 
power, proposed a system of state and 
national banks, but this was no sooner 
made public than it was hooted down 
by the money power and its organs, 
Then Mr. Cleveland hurled upon con- 


platitudes in behalf of retiring the 
greenbacks and treasury notes, a scheme 
dictated by the. Benedicts and other 
members of the gold combine, 

Is this plan one of the “safe 
methods” to be proposed by the so-called 
“sound” money men? The Herald must 
be blind indeed if it does not perceive 
that all such schemes as this will be 
utterly repudiated by the people of all 
parties. The republican house, with all 
the audacity of successful party corrup- 
tion to strengthen its hands, didn’t dare 
to so much as touch the measure, much 
less adopt it. 

Under the circumstances, this certainly 
cannot be one of the “safe methods” 
that the gold standerd men carry 
locked in their palpitating bosoms. 
What remedy, then, do these apostles of 
greed and republican infamy propose? 
We have asked every one that has so 
far shown his head in Georgia, and still 
the inquiry remains unanswered, Sec- 
retary Smith had a remedy which he 
promised to expose to fresh air in At- 
lanta, but when the auspicious mo- 
ment arrived, he was as silent as the 
sphinx on the subject. He even be- 
trayed symptoms of irritation and anger 
when his audience begged him to ex- 
pound his remedy. _ 

Judge Turner declared that the remedy 
for the evils of the gold standard was 
to stop agitating the silver question, but 
political agitation is the breath of life 
to the republic, the source of its vitality, 
and the salvation of the people. When 
political agitation ceases in the face of 
inafmous legislation and the evils that 
proceed from it, the republic will come 
to a sudden and disastrous end. 

It is worth noting that The New York 
Hlerald, in the little extract we have 
quoted from its editorial page, declares 
that the gold standard men “must at 
once begin a rgal and thorough cam- 
paign of education on the silver ques- 
tion.” The humor of this stands out in 
great beads, as it were. For the last 
three years not a week has passed but 
the public has been told that the money 
power ought to begin “a campaign of ed- 
ucation” on the money question. We 
had supposed that this celebrated cam- 
paign was now nearing its completion. 
The money power has been sending out 
circulars by the hundred @housand, urg- 
ing the country banks to bulldoze their 
customers. Business firms have been 
engaged in the same business. The ite- 
form Club, noted for its conglomeration 


of arrogant stupidity, has been sending 


out tons of matter to such newspapers 
as were willing to sell their space for a 
pot-metal consideration. Carlisle's 
speeches have been scattered over the 
country by the car load. Members of 
the cabinet. and other agents of the 
money power, such as Josiah Patterson, 
have been going about the country mak- 
ing speeches. The subsidized newspa- 
pers have filled their columns with ar- 
guments against silver and in favor of 
gold. And now, in the face of all this, 
The New York - Herald, in June, 1896, 
cahnly informs the gold combine that 
its agents ‘“‘must at once begin a real 
and thorough campaign on the silver 
question.” 

If this isn’t North American humor— 
unconscious though it may be—what 
is it? 
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England in the Soudan, 

Lord Salisbury, in a recent speech de- 
livered in the house of lords, created 
something of a sensation by announcing 
that the ultimate purpose of the Egyp- 
tian expedition was to gain possession 
of the Soudan. 

Though the purpose of this expedition 
into Africa has been repeatedly sur- 
mised of late, this is the first authorita- 
tive declaration which has yet come 
from the British cabinet. 

But while there has been considerable 
reserve on the part of the cabinet as to 
the reasons for this strange expedition, 
the press of England has neither been si- 
lent. nor disinterested. Ever since the 
royal troops embarked for the Mediter- 
ranean last March the English newspa- 
pers have assumed with remarkable una- 
nimity that the object of the expedi- 
tion was to overthrow the existing gov- 
ernment in the Soudan. 

England’s pretext in planning this 
Egyptian campaign is not without the 
customary shrewdness which belongs to 
that empire. Stated in a few words her 
pretext is this: When England took 
charge of Egypt several years ago the 
Soudan was regarded as one of Egypt’s 
possessions. During the administration 
of Mr. Gladstone, however, the liberal 
party allowed the province to fall into 
the hands of the dervishes. Ever since 
that time England has felt under some 
obligation to restore to Egypt all that 
belonged to her prior to the time of her 
protectorate. 

As to the success of the expedition but 
little doubt is entertained. Troops have 
already been stationed in such quarters 
as to completely surround the disputed 
province as soon as the word of com- 
mand is given. The only difficulty in 
the way is the extreme barrenness of 
the country to be traversed between the 
point where the main body of the Eng- 
lish troops are now stopping and the 
Soudan. So far as hostile resistance is 
concerned the English have little cause 
for apprehension and the march against 
Khartoum will doubtless be one of easy 
triumph. 7 

But should the mahdists, as the inhab- 
itants of the Soudan are called, offer any 
serious resistance the superior strength 
of the English army is doubtless sufti- 
cient to overcome it without anything 
like a prolonged engagement. The con- 
ditions are altogether different from 
what. they were when the lamented’ Gor- 
don lost his life in the Soudan several 
years ago. This time everything favors 
the success of the British arms. 

As to the benefit which Egypt will de- 
rive from the restoration of her lost 
province there can be no difference of 


opinion.. She has been continually ham- 


( 


| gress a hundred weight of ponderous. 


| ered ever since the Soudan passed 


from her possession and she will never 
be as prosperous as she was in former 
times until this important domain is 
restored. ; 

But while the purpose of the ‘British 
cabinet appears to be generous it would 
betray a total ignorance of the charac- 
ter and policy of Great Britain to as- 
sume that nothing of a more selfish na- 
ture lurked behind this outward mani- 
festation of interest in the affairs of 
Egypt. England has an eye to business, 
and she intends to secure a foothold in 
Egypt for the purpose of carrying on a 
more extensive campaign in Africa. 

Her evident intention, revealed by 
what has happened within the last few 
months, is to Anglicize the continent 
from Cape Colony to the Mediterranean 
sea. Since she possesses the latter pro- 
vince already, together with other im- 
portant colonies in Africa, it is simply 
a question of time before her aimbi- 
tious dream is realized. ° 
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Cotton Mills in Wisconsin. 

Fhe manufacture of cotton goods be- 
longs as much to the south as the culti- 
vation of the plant itself. 

There has been a persistent effort in 
New England for several months to stem 
the current of disaster from which her 
cotton mills have suffered, but up to the 
present time nothing has been accom- 
plished and the cottdn men of that sec- 
tion have about given up in. despair. 
Some time ago a measure was introduced 
in congress for the purpose of equalizing 
the hours of labor in all the states of 
the union. This measure was inspired 
by the cotton men of New England, but 
such was its visible injustice that it was 
openly treated with ridicule by the inem- 
bers of the house. Such a measure as 
this belongs to the several states and 
is not properly within the jurisdiction of 
congress, 

But enough for New England. So far 
as that section of the country is con- 
cerned the matter is settled. Nev Eng- 
land cotton men must either come south 
or go out of business. 

A recent dispatch from  Janesv.le, 
Wis., announces that disaster has like- 
wise overtaken the cotton men of that 
section. Instead of purchasing a new 


plated some time ago, the directors have 
decided to make no further expenditures, 
aut least for the present year. Several 
contracts which the company kwl made 
during the early part of the season were 
likewise canceled. 

One of the stockholders, on being 
asked the cause of this embarrassment 
which had overtaken one of tie largest 
cotton mills of the state, gave it as his 
opinion that southern competition was 
responsible. In the course of his re- 
marks he frankly admitted that fuel ard 
labor were both cheaper in this section, 
while the cost of transportation was 
considerably reduced by the proximity 
of the cotton fields. 

Another fact which should be taken 
into consideration is that, aside from 
the cost of transportation, cotton is sub- 
jected to more or less injury in being 
earried about over the country. In ad- 
dition to the damages which arises from 
rough and careless handling, there is 
also the damage which arises from un- 
favorable climatic conditions. 

The only solution of the problem Its 
this: Here in the south there is every 
facility for the manufacture of cotton 
goods, including labor, fuel aud accegsi- 
bility and here by divine rigut belongs 
the cotton mill! 
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A Significant Cartoon. 

Puck, court jester to the mugwuimps, 
pet clown of Clevelandism, and putative 
scion of Larry Godkin, has a verv sig- 
nificant cartoon in its current issuc --a 
“artoon that is something more than 
merely humorous, seeing that it stands 
for the attitude of the class that Puck 
is supposed to cater to. 

The picture, which takes up the middle 
pages of the court jester to Cleveland- 
ism, represents Uncle Sam stauding in 
front of the white house repulsing the 
advance of “the silver dollar” to that 
mansion, and saying in effect: “You have 
taken possession of the house of repre- 
sentatives and the senate. My only. se- 
curity now is in the white house.” 

This legend will admit of but one in- 
terpretation. The Uncle Sam in the car- 
toon is supposed to stand for the money 
power, and to represent the influence of 
the gold combine, while the senate and 
house of representatives, as all know, 
represent the people, tle voters of both 
parties. The people being in favor of 
the restoration of silver, the only “se- 
curity’ the gold combine can have for 
the maintenance of the British gold 
standard is to see that a man whom they 
can control is placed in the white house. 

The cartoon of the court .jester of 
Clevelandism means just that or it 
means nothing. If it means that, the 
humor that conceived it is just brilliant 
enough to uncover to the public gaze the 
sinister attitude and desires of the spec- 
ulative gold combine and the powerful 
“associated” banks of the east. Both 
the senate and the house represent the 
people; but if the money power, by hook 
or by crook, can place in the white house 
a man pledged to maintain the British 
gold standard their interests are safe. 

This is a clear declaration in favor of 
a one-man-power—and this is what the 
gold standard will lead to in this repub- 
lic unless the people arouse themselves 
and place in positions of trust only men 
in whose honesty and integrity they have 
the most absolute confidence. The only 
hope and safety of the people is in se- 
lecting such men for office. 

There are but few men in the United 
States today whose interests lead them 
to- advocate the British gold standard 
who would not be in favor of making 
Cleveland dictator by abolishing the sen- 
ate and the house of representatives. 
That is a strong saying, but it is about 
true. 

The British gold standard and popular 
government cannot co-exist for any 
length of time. In the very nature of 
things one must abolish the other per- 
manently either by law or by revolution. 
One means the rule of a plutocracy with 
a monarchial representative, and the 
other mefins the rule of a majority of 
the people. 

In the midst of its buffoonery, Puck, 
the court jester of Clevelandism, clearly

This vast combination of gold-owning 
firms is serene so long as it can con- 
trol the white house; but, after Cleve- 
land, what? They are beginniye to 
srow uneasy and restless.

St. Louis’ Actual Loss. 

The extent of the recent disastrous 
storm in-St. Louis has at last been ascer- 
tained, and there is cause for congratu- 
lation in the authorized statement which 
comes from St. Louis that all reports as 
to the devastation wreught by the cy- 
clone have been grossly exaggerated. 

After a most -thorough investigation 
the board of assessors has fixed the 
actual loss of property in St. Louis at 
$10,239,000. This is much smaller than 
the estimated 88 which was hastily 
computed at the time of the storm. 

The number of buildings totally de- 
stroyed is placed at 321. If these build- 
ings were arranged in succession they 
would extend for a distance of nearly 
two miles. The total number of build- 
ings partially destroyed is fixed at 8,512, 
equivalent to a row of dwellings thirty- 
three miles long. 

Estimating five persons to each house 
the destructive work of the cyclone has 
entailed more or less privation upon 40,- 
000 people. Had the cyclone visited a 
town of that size it would have almost 
completely demolished it. 

As it is the devastation wrought by the 
cyclone in St. Louis is bad enough. It 
might have been a great deal worse and 
there is much to be thankful for in the 
magnificent buildings and palatial homes 
Which have been spared. St. Louis will 
soon recover from the injuries which 
she has received and, while she will al- 
ways remember the cyclone with a shud- 
der, she will, no doubt, gather renewed 
strength from her disaster and be all 
the greater because of the tribulations 
through which she has passed. 

Prince and Horse. 

Albert Edward may never be king of 
Kngland.

One of the most remarKable catches ever 
made with the rod and reel occurred some 
time ago in the state of Fliroda.

The fish soon came to the sur- 
face. He was a monster sawfish, and he 
slashed his saw about in the water at a 
great rate.

The battle lasted one hour and 
twenty minutes, when the sawfish was 
brought to the gaff and killed.

This may read like a great 
fish story to people who know little of the 
great fishing on the Caloosahatchee river, 
but the facts given are absolutely correct.

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BAGLE AND PHENIX 
CASE UP TODAY 


Jadge Newman To Decide Who Will Be 
the Receivers. 
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A HOT FIGHT WAGED ON BIGBY 


Charged That He Had His Salary 


Raised from $5,000 to $20,000, 


cruSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS EXPECTED 


His Salary 
Judge Bigby Says That His : 
Was Not Paid—A Hot Reply 
to His Critics. 


The complications arising over the ap 
pointment of two sets of receivers for the 
Eagle and Phenix mills at Columbus will 
be unraveled, if possible, by Judge New- 
man in the United States court at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

Last night a delegation came up from 
Colun:bus to. be present at. the hearing and 
te present their several claims, Among 
them were the two receivers who were 
appointed by the judge of the superior court 
in Columbus, Messrs. E. P. Dismuke and 
J. We Murphey; Mr. Gunby Jordan, one 
of the three receivers appointed by Judge 
Newman in the United States court; Mr. 
the attorney who will 
represent Messrs. Dismuke and Murphey, 
and several Columbus stockholders; Lawyer 
H. R. Goetchius, who represents claimants 
who have a great deal of cotton that is be- 
ing held up by the mill without payment; 
Mr. John S. Davidson, of Iron City, a 
complaining stockholder, and Mr, L. M,. 
Harris, of The Columbus Enquirer-Sun, 
who is attracted by the news features in 
the sensational case. 

The indications are that the hearing this 
morning will assume a rather sensational 
ebaracter, The three receivers appointed 
by Judge Newman will advance every ar- 
gument why they should be given absolute 
control of the property without molestation. 

Messrs. Dismuke and Murphey will resist 
this. proposition with all their might and 
in support of the contention 
that Messrs. Bigby, English and 
Jordan have too large stock in the 
concern to be impartial receivers, they will 
probably introduce some serious charges. 

Already: it has been openly charged in the 
affidavits of the complainants at the Co- 
lumbus end of the line that Judge Bigby 
has not conducted the management of the 
mill economically during his term as pres- 
dent. It is charged against him that he 
secured a raise in his salary from: $5,000 to 
$20,000 when the financial condition of the 
concern did mot warrant any increase 
whatever. The increase, the complainants 
allege, was made by the board of directors 
in a formal manner, but they. insist that 
Jwige Bigby worked his family interests 
into the board of directors so as to secure 
control and was at the bottom of his own 


““promnmotion from-a $5,000 to a $20,000 salary 


per annum. 

Developments May Be Sensational. 

The citizens from Columbus who arrived 
in Atlanta last night were retircent about 
everything pertaining to the Eagle and 
Phenix. They admitted that they came to 
present their claims before Judge Newman 
this morning when the case is called, but 
they would not say what charges woul fi be 
presented. No one would deny, however, 
that the hearing will prove a very sensa- 
tional one unless a scttlement is reached 
before the hour of 10 whereby an amica- 
ble arrangement can be entered into by 
the two sets of receivers which wiil give 
both sides representation. 

Whatever is done both parties in the case 
have expressed a willingness to abide by 
the decision of Judge Newman, and it is 
not probable that there will be trouble 
after the case has been fully heard and 
decided on. 

What Judge Bigby Says. 

Judge John S. Bigby, when seen last 
nnght by a Constitution reporter, said: 

“At the time I became president of the 
Eagle and Phenix Manufacturing Company 
Iwas very much averse to accepting the 
position and resisted the overtures of some 
of the stockhelders for a considerable time 
before doing it. The affairs of the com- 
pany were in a desperate condition end no 
one could be found willing to assume 
the burden and responsibility. Finally I 
accepted, permitting myself to be influenc- 
ed by the earnest and persistent entreaties 
of friends who were stockholders. The 


Salary was $10,000 and I was assured that 


I would not be expected to remain in Co- 
lumbus much of my time. 

“I soon found, after taking the o‘fice, that 
its duties would take most of my time. 
Then I was in full practice of the law with 
a lucrative clientage. I had a pleasant 
home and an interesting family whose 
Companionship and society were vastly 
More valuable than money. Had it not 
been that my holdings in the company 
Were considerable, I could not have been 
induced to go to Columbus for the salary. 
After accepting the office I felt it to be my 
duty to fill it to the best of my ability. 
So satisfactory was my administration 
that I have been unanimously elected cvery 
year for six successive years since.” 

For several years past I have heen 
anxious to lay down the burden, but no 
one could be found who would take it up.

To carry on the operations of the mills 
‘and keep them running I have not only 
had to indorse first and last paper for the 
company amounting to half a million, per- 
haps a million, but I have had to hypothe- 
cate as collateral security my own indi- 
vidual securities. The money for the com- 
pany could be raised in no other wry. 
Checks on our New York correspondent 
could not be cashed without my indidual 
indorsement. 

“During the last two or three years it 
has been a difficulty to get a board of 
directors. There were but few qualified 
under the by-laws ot the company and 
they were unwilling to serve. At the last 
stockholders’ meeting a couple of ladies 
were elected because men of ¢qual fitness 
could not be had. 

“At the last stockholders’ meeting I did 
not want the office of presidenf at a salary 
of any amount and urged a gentleman of 
high character an@ find adminfstrative 
ability to take it, assuring him that he 
should have a board of directors of his 
own selection, but he positively refused;

COLUMBUS PEOPLE 


ARE ANXIOUSLY AWAITING 
JUDGE NEWMAN’S DECISION. 


It Is Charged That Judge Bigby’s 
Salary Was Raised from $5,000 
to $20,000 in Hard Times. 


Columbus, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—The 
situation at the Eagle and- Phenix mills 
was unchanged today, both sets of receiv- 
ers being on hand and claiming legal pos- 
session as on yesterday. 

The multi-management worked very 
smoothly, there being no clash between the 
two sets of receivers and the affairs of 
the company were directed in a joint man- 
ner by them. No great trouble was en- 
countered in running the affairs of the 
mills jointly. Tomorrow Judge Newman 
will decide which set is entitled to serve. 

The case is unique, although not an un- 
paralleled one, and Judge Newman’s decis- 
ion will be awaited with great interest in 
Columbus. 

One of the features discussed along with 
the other matters in the case is that of 
the salary of Judge Bigby, the president 
of the mills. This salary was originally 
$10,000. It is understood that it was de- 
creased to $5,000 and afterwards put back 
to $10,000. Bigby’s salary has been in- 
creased from $10,000 to $20,000 per annum. 

This increase of the salary, it is said, 
was pursuant to the act of the board of 
directors of the mills early in the vear, 
which board, it is claimed, is practically 
controlled by Judge Bigby. 

It is charged that this increase should 
not have been made in the bad state of the 
company’s affairs. 

The money secured by the receivers to 
run the mills temporarily was obtained 
from the Third National bank of this city.

BEAUPIRE’S LETTER 


70 GO IN AT ONCE 


It Is Said That He.ts Displeased at Its 
‘Boing Withheld. 


MAY PRESENT IT TOMORROW 


His Friends Think Its Holding Up 


Does Him an Injustice. 


HE EXPECTED IT TO 60 IN MONDAY 


And the Indications Are That Nq 
Time Will Be Lost Before It 
Is Presented. 


The ‘resignation of Police Commissioner 
Beauprie, which was such a bone of con- 
tention at Monday’s meeting of the council, 
will certainly be presented at the next 
regular meeting of that body, if not be- 
fore. 

Indeed it was hinted yesterday that the 
document might be submitted to the coun- 
cil at the special called session tomorrow 
afternoon. 

The withholding of the resignation is the 
sensation in local politics, and from the 
stories current yesterday, was entirely un- 
authorized. The friends of Mr. Beauprie 
declare that injustice has been done T.:m 
by those who have the resignation in 
hand, and that he strongly disapproves of 
it remaining longer in the dark. It is said 
that he was greatly surprised that it was 
not presented at the meeting on Monday 
and that he will see to it that it goes to 
council or to Mayor King at the very ear- 
liest opportunity. 

According to peculiar rumor the letter 
of resignation has been in existence since 
the first meeting of council held = this 
month, and that it was stowed away in 
the pocket of a prominent politician, who 
Was present at the session for the purpose 
of handing it in. For some reason he 
deemed it best to withhold it for the time, 
and did not present it. It was then sup- 
posed that it would surely be handed in 
at the meeting last Monday, but during 
the few days immediately following the 
first meeting in June the rumor was start- 
ed that the resignation would not be hand- 
ed in for several months—perhaps not until 
next year. It now develops that this ru- 
mor was unfounded and that. Mr. Beauprie 
never had any other intention than that 
his resignation should go to council at 
once. 

The proceedings of Monday afternoon 
touching upon this much talked of letter 
created quite a stir in the city yesterday. 
The failure of the custodian of the letter to 
turn it over to council was condemned by 
many, while others believed this action was 
the result of an understanding with Com- 
missioner Beauprie. Mr. Beauprie’s friends 
claim, however, that. the latter is not true, 
and that he was greatly displeased when he 
learned that his letter had not been pre- 
sented. It is said that he stated to a 
friend yesterday that he fully expected the 
resignation to be presented at the meeting 
on Monday and that he would take steps 
immediately to see that it went to the 
proper hands. So it may happen that the 
resignation will be presented at the called 
meeting of council tomorrow. 

In this connection an interesting question 
arises: Where is Mr. Beauprie’s resigna- 
tion? The paper cannot be located. L'ke 
the magician’s pigeon, the document is 
here one day and somewhere else the next. 
When you see it and try to touch it, presto 
change! the paper is gone. 

Yesterday those who ought to know de- 
nied possessing any knowledge of the 
whereabouts of the document and the most 
careful search and inquiry failed to elicit 
information on the subject. 

No one could be found who would admit 
having the paper, and the last authentic 
information as to its whereabouts dates 
back to Monday afternoon, when it was 
openly declared, without denial, that Al- 
derman Woodward's vest pocket contained 
the sheet which is destined to settle a tre- 
mendously important issue in local politics 
when it is finally run down, nabbed and 
handed to the city council. 

Certain members of that body are very 
solicitous as to the present whereabouts of 
the paper and fearing for its safety in the 
hands of so many alleged irresponsible in- 
dividuals they wanted the council to de- 
mand presentation of the resignation that 
it might be turned over to the bonded 
city clerk, Mr. Phillips, and given a secure 
berth in the safety vaults of that official’s 
office. And that same uneasiness on the 
part of some of the lawmakers and the 
subsequent semi-sensational proqeedings 
of the body caused a great deal of discus- 
sion on the streets yesterday. The matter 
was the sole topic of talk ‘about the city 
hall and among the politicians of the city. 

When will that long lost resignation be 
brought to light and held up to public view? 
Was the question being asked, but none 
could answer. Alderman Woodward said it 
might be presented to the council at the 
next meeting. He did not know. for cer- 
tain. He saw it Monday, he said, but yes- 
terday was in ignorance as to its where- 
abouts. : 

“T haven’t got the resignation,” said Mr. 
Woodward. “I had it a while yesterday, 
but I haven't got it now. When will it be 
presented? I don’t Know; at the next meet- 
ing of the general council I suppose. 

“Somebody said the resignation was writ- 
ten over two weeks ago. That’s not true 
unless there are two resignations in exist- 
ence. The one I had yesterday was written 
only two or three days ago.’’ 

With that the alderman turned away and 
continued his work, reaffirming that he was 
not the custodian of the police commis- 
sioner’s resignation. 

‘‘No, I have no idea as to where the resig- 
nation is today,’ said a prominent politi- 
cian and.member of the faction opposed to 
the continued withholding of the paper. 
“You see those fellows keep passing it 
around and it is hard to catch up with the 
paper. I don’t know: why it is, but it 
seems to me that the gentlemen on the 
other side are finding the paper too hot to 
hold and they are dividing time with it.”

Important Changes Made in the License 
Tax Rate for 1896-97, 


COUNCIL TO ACT TOMORROW 


Many Items of the New Ordinance Are 
Lines of Business Not Taxed 
Last Year.

The law requires that the genera: Co": 
cil adopt a tax ordinance each year 10 ge 
into effect on the sate satel and the 


special meeting was agreed upon because 
the ordinance could not be acted on at Mon- 
day’s regular session unless the curs cil- 
men had remained 1a meting until very 
late. 

The proposed law .aming the license tax 
rate on all lines of business is a long 14, 
and many changes have been made from 
last year’s rate and class‘fication. Some 
lines of business will te tated a higher 
rate, while others will get th> beneit vf 2 
reduction. It is estima*‘ed that on the 
whole the city’s revenue will be considera- 
bly increased if the ordinance is acc, ted 
as reported by the tax -ommitt-e. 

It is likely that there will be some oppo- 
sition to the proposed change? in the licensa 
rates and tomorrow’s session of the coun- 
cil may develop several lively tilts between 
the members. Several items of the pro- 
posed schedule will be fought and it may 
be that some changes will be ‘ale. 

A large number of new lines of busivess 
have been added to the license list and 
many ‘who have been escaping tne ]4«y- 
ment of fees in the past will now have to 
plank down a good many iollars for the 
benefit of the city, if they continue to do 
business. 

The tax committee, Mr. Bell, chairman, 
and Messrs. Day, Tolbert, Morris and })>:m- 
mock, have worked hard in formulating 
the ordinance presented to the council 
Monday and they believe ihat the ta‘es 
named are the best and most equitable that 
can be agreed upon. City License Inspector 
George Saxe has worked with the commit- 
tee continually and he has pointed out 
many lines of business paying no tax and 
urged the increase of old rates, increasing 
the revenue of the city materially. 

The important changes in the new ordi- 
mance are given below. The old and new 
rates are shown and also those lines of bus- 
iness which have been paying no tax in 
the past, but which will now be registered 
and required to take out license:

OFF TO CAMP

Atlanta's Military Contingent Went 
Down Yesterday. 


NOW IN CAMP NORTHEN 
Will Spend a Week in the Military 
School. 


DROPPED AT ONCE INTO CAMP LIFE 


Went on a Special Train—Report Says 
They’re Having a Rousing 
Good Time.

Over 500 Atlanta military boys left At- 
lanta yesterday morning and went into 
camp at Griffin. 

For days the young soldiers had been 
looking forward to the day of their leaving 
for the camp with the keenest interest and 
yesterday morning long before the time 
for leaving little groups of them could 
be seen gathered together ready to make 
the start. They were ready for departure 
when the sun rose out of the east and 
had their ten days’ supply of clothing 
packed neatly on their backs. 

They marched to the depot at 7:40 
o’clock yesterday morning and the scene 
there was one that will not soon be for- 
gotten. The young boys in their gray 
pants, blue -shirts and «campaign hats 
looked like they were preparing to go into 
active service. 

At 8 o’clock the last bugle call was 
sounded and the soldiers marched into 
the cars and took their seats. A guard 
was placed at each door and the train 
started. Major Kendrick was in command 
of the boys from Atlanta to Griffin. Col- 
onel Candler was already in Griifin, where 
he had gone to arrange for the coming 
of the Fifth regiment. He was there 
when they arrived and took charge of the 
entire camp as soon as things were in 
order. 

There are eleven companies in camp 
beside the band. In all the soldiers with 
the battalion of Savannah troops that 
are at the camp will number something 
like 700 men. The band went down with 
the boys from Atlanta and kept up their 
spirits with sweet music. The band is at 
present in excellent order and is one of 
the best bands in the south. Its services 
have been engaged for one week by the 
state and it will fill the air of Camp 
Northen with the best music ever heard 
there. 

On their arrival at Griffin the boys went 
into camp at once and by the afternoon 
everything was in _ shipshape. The 
fifteen sentinels were placed around the 
camp and work immediately beg'a. They 
were met by the troops that are already in 
| Griffin and escorted to camp »y them. 


THE FIFTH IN CAMP. 


Busy Scenes at Camp Northen Yester- 
| day Morning. 
Northen, June 16.—(Special.)— 
Promptly at 12 o’clock, today the bugle 
sounded the assembly call for the first 
guardmount of the toup and a few min- 
utes it was being formed under the direc- 
tion of Post Adjutant Lowman and Lieu- 
tenant Liggett, United States army. 
The troops were all in camp by 10 
o’clock this merning and in a very short 
time had everything in the most perfect 
order. The first battalion Savannah Vol- 
unteer Guards arrived at 6.o0’clock, while 
the various companies composing the Fifth 
regiment coming from different places had 
different schedules.

The mere reading of these orders will 
cause one to believe’ that Colonel Candler 
means business—that this is not a frolic, 
as Many people suppose, but a school where 
the art of war is taught, and when the 
Students have tasks set for them that 
must be performed. The soldier must turn 
Out by sun-up every morning, and! with a 
short intermissign for breakfast, drill until 
9 o'clock a.m., then he must get his quar- 
ters in Shape for inspection, which takes 
place every day. After that he has no 
duties through the heat of the day unless 
he is doing guard duty or his company is 
on the rifle range. One can hardly imagine 
harder work than these two duties,, At 4 
o’clock he goes upon the field again for 
nearly three hours, and when he comes 
off he is ready for his shower bath and the 
cot on which to rest his weary limbs. Doing 
this same. thing over each day may appear 
monotonous, but the true soldier appre- 
clategs the necessity of it and evéry day 
adds new interest to his work. By the end 
of a week of such work, no matter how 
Breen he may be at the start, he is gener- 
ally, pretty proficient in all the details of 
military tactics. 

Again, as each command goes into camp 
year after year they materially become 
more thoroughly acquainted with their du- 
ties and are more perfect in the perform- 
ance of them. Consequently there is a 
Sreat difference in getting the encampment 
under way now and five years ago, when the 
first oné was held here. Colonel Candler 
hopes to make this week’s tour more pro- 
lific of good results than any that have 
been before. 

The guard mount held today was in 
charge of the following officers: Officer of 
the day, Captain Scriven, Company B, first 
battalion Savannah Volunteer Guards; 
senior officér of the guard, Lieutenant Ask- 
ew, ote pany K, Fifth Georgia regiment;

INJURED BY BRAIN WORK. 
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A Startling Theory Advanced in Re- 
: gard to the Teeth. 
From The New York World. 

A prominent New York dentist made the 
statement the other day, which he said 
was backed by the highest scientific au- 
thority, that iIntellectuat pursuits play 
havoc with the teeth, and that the more 
a man toils with his brain the more likely 
are his teeth to disappear or to become 
disedsed before he reaches miédle life. 

The reason ~why people in this country 
have poorer teeth than those of any other 
country in the world is because they live 
at the highest possible pitch of nervous 
pressure. Savage races generally have 
teeth superior to those of civilized races. 

There are many unusual occupations, too, 
that have a bad effect upon the teeth, 
Quicksilver miners, bleachers who use 
chloride of lime, people employed in soda 
factories, are some of those who suffer. 
But the most harmful trade of all, not 
only in its effect upon the general health 
but also upon thé teeth, is that of making 
matches. The phosphorus used in their 
manufacture affects im some way the 
health of the teeth of those who handle it. 

Artificial teeth are made of all sorts of 
strange substances nowadays, but proba- 
bly the most curious of all materials used 
for this purpose is compressed paper. A 
dentist in Germany has been making them 
in this Way for many years past. False 
teeth were never so cheap as they are to- 
day and at the same time never so dear. 
They can be purchased as low as $3 a 
set, or they may cost as high as $1,500. 
There are expensive dertists as well as 
éxpensive doctors, and it is not an un- 
common thing for $00 to be paid for a 
new outfit of molars. 

When it comes to expensive teeth—or, 
rather, ah expensive tooth—probably the 
costliest and most highly rriced in the 
world is that of a sacred monkey. It is 
in one of the temples of Siam, preserved 
in a gold box. The value the natives put 
upon it may be judged by the fact that 
they paid $3,150,000 to Portugal for its 
rarvsom when the fortunes of war placed 
it in the possession of that nation. The 
Cingalese also venerate as_ sacred a 
monkey’s molar, while the people of Mala- 
bar worship cneée of an elephant’s grinders. 
In the Tonga islands a tooth from a shark's 
jaw is regarded with great reverence, and 
in India the faithful adore a tooth that is 
said to have been once in active service 
in the month of Buddha himself. 

The first dentist, in fact, must have 
lived long before Buddha. At any rate, 
there were déntists in plenty in Egypt and 
Greece 500 years B. C., who used gold for 
filling teeth and golden wire for fixing ar- 
tificial ones. Gold has even been discovered 
in the teeth of mummies known to be many 
thousands of years old. 


PETER FRANCISCO’S CAREER. 


One of the Most Unique Figures in 
Virginia’s Early Life. 
From The Washington Times. 

Of all the remarkable men who figured 
in the history of Virginia during the latter 
part of the last and the early part of the 
present century, none was more extraordi- 
nary than Peter Francisco. 

He was a Portuguese by birth, a giant in 
stature and noted far and wide for his 
prodigious strength. It was an ordinary 
feat for him to shoulder a cannon weighing 
a thousand pounds and to strut about with 
it to the astonishment of all beholders, 

Franeisco was born in Portugal in 1871, 
and died in Richmond in 1832. When a boy 
he was kidi@ped in Portugal and taken to 
Ireland, where he remained for some years. 
Then, resolving to go to America, he inden- 
tured himself to a sea captain in payment 
for his passage. After an excecdingly 
hard and tempestuous voyage, he reached 
City Point, near Petersburg. 

Being destitute, Francisco was compelled 
to go to the almshouse. His extreme 
freight, his extraordinary strength and his 
agreeable ways attracted attention. Judge 
Anthony Winston, of Buckingham county, 
saw Francisco and concluded that he would 
make an excellent employe on his planta- 
tion. The judge bought Peter at a good 
round sum, and never did slave more faith- 
fully. serve a master. The young giant 


worked for his master until the outbreak, 


of the war of the revolution. Having re- 
ceived the permission of Judge Winston, 
Francisco enlisted in the continental army, 
and the day on which he donned his unt- 
form he is said to have been the proudest 
man in all Virginia. Francisco was as 
brave as he was colossal in stature, and 
he fought with distinction under Lafayette 
at the. battles of Brandywine, Yorktown, 
Monmouth and other notable engagements. 

At Monmouth he was wounded by a mus- 
ket ball, but he quickly recovered and was 
soon where the fighting was fiercest. At 
the storming of Stony Point he was the 
first soldier.after Major Gibbon to enter 
the ranks of the British soldiers and fought 
a ferocity that the redcoats re- 
& a him as one possessed of evil spirits. 
@ly bayon net thrust in the thigh. laid. 
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Up for some time, After serving | 


in skirmishes under Colonel Morgan, he 
volunteered under Colonel Mayo, the gal- 
lant soldier of Powhatan.- francisco was 
present at General Gates’s defeat in Cam- 
den. While in Camden he gallantly saved 
the life of Colonel Mayo, who, recognizing 
his superior bravery, presented him with 
a thousand acres of land along Richmond 
ereek, Kentucky. 

While stationed in Camden Francisco fre- 
quently crossed the river in a row boat 
and visited friends in Philadelphia. His 
escapes from death on such occasions were 
thrilling and close enough to satisfy any 
man, no matter how brave. 

On hearing of Cornwallis’s march through 
the south, Francisco volunteered under 
Colonel Watkins and took part in the bat- 
tle of Guilford, North Carolina. 

In all the battles in which he fought 
Francisco used a sword that was five feet 
long and that weighed at least thirty 
pounds. This enormous weapon is now 
supposed to’ be in Richmond. 

In 1781 Francisco made his way back to 
Virginia. While stopping at a tavern in 
Amelia he was surrounded and made a 
priscner by a detachment of Tarleton’s 
dragocns, who happened to be stationed 
there at the time. 

While one of the tories was stooping to 
take off his silver shoe buckles Francisco, 
with lightning quickness, drew his hug¢ 
sword and cleft the man’s head from his 
shoulders as deftly as one slices a lemon, 
in twain. Then like an enraged lion he 
sprang at the other tories standing nearby 
in open-mouthed amazement. He knocked 
them over like so many tenpins, = and, 
though Tarleton’s corps was in full view, 
made his escape. 

This adventure caused Francisco’s fame 
to spread, and it was not long before he 
came to be looked upon as the most re- 
markable continental soldier in Virginia. 
Once Francisco met a tory in front of the 
rude home of a Virginia settler. 

‘“Surrender!’’ shouted the tory. 

“What?” roared the giant, laughing up- 
roariously. 

Then he knocked the rash Britisher from 
his horse. Before the surprised trooper 
could utter a protest Francisco picked him 
up and threw him bodily over the settier’s 
house. 

Not long after that Francisco came uron 
two quarreling soldiers. He rushed in be- 
tween them, grabbed each by the collar, 
held them at arms’ length and then bump- 
ed¥their heads together. Then he hurled 
them senseless and bleeding to the ground. 
Both were heavy men. It was an extraor- 
dinary feat of strength, and for many days 
was talked about. These and similar daring 
exploits gave Francisco a widespread repu- 
tation. At the close of the revolutionary 
war he married and settled down near 
Petersburg, where today a number of his 
descendants are to be found, a_ peaceful 
and prosperous people. 

Francisco died in 1832 at 
Seventy-one years, He was buried in 
Shockhoe cemetery, Richmond. <A small 
wooden cross marks his neglected grave.

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‘Mr. Weisberg Gets the Police To In- 


terfere in a Civil Case. 

Mr. John H. Gavan, the proprietor of a 
stationery store on Peachtree street, was 
arrested by Officer Crusselle yesterday 
afternoon on the charge of violating city 
ordinance No. $875, which states that no 
person, firm or corporation shall change 
any building within the fire limits with- 
out a permit from the inspector. 

Mr. Gavan rents his storeroom from Mr. 
M. Weisberg. The arrest of the tenant 
Was a ruse on the part of the landlord to 
defeat the tenant in a plan to sub-rent 
a part of his store. The stationer holds 
a lease, Which includes a clause to the 
effect that no portion of the store shall 
be sub-rented, and his violation of this 
clause incensed the landlord. 

It appears that Mr. Gavan decided to 
rent a part of his front window to a 
man by the name of Baker, who was to 
conduct a soda fount for the remainder 
of the season, In order to fulfill the con- 
tract it was necessary to make -sonte 
changes in the front of the building. 

Mr. Baker was anxious to commence 
business at once and Mr. Gavan employed 
carpenters to make the desired changes 
front of the building yesterday 
afternoon. The work was begun about 4 
o’clock without consulting Mr. Weisberg. 
Mr. Weisberg heard that his tenant was 
making a change in his property and de- 
cided to stop it. He sent to police head- 
quarters for an officer, who went to the 
store on Peachtree street and ordered the 
men to ston work. A case was made 
against ‘Mr. Gavan for violating the city 
ordinance. No sooner had the officer dis- 
appeared, however, than the merchant or- 
dered the men to resume work on the 
door of the storeroom, and the. carpen- 
ters proceeded. 

The landlord was notified that Mr. 
Gavan had ignored the order of the officer 
and he determined to stop the work at all 
hazardg@ The police were notified and 
Captain Jennings sent Call Officer Tysor 
to the scene of the disturbance with. in- 
structions to lock up Mr. Gavan and all 
the carpenters if they did not immodiately 
stop the work. Policeman ‘Tysor, accord- 
ingly, ordered them io stop, and they 
stopped.

BARON HIRSCH’S WILL.

Flaw Which May Affect the Fortunes 
of His Adopted Daughter. 
From The New York Tribune. 

A flaw has been discovered in the will 
of Baron de Hirsch, which may seriously 
affect the fortunes of his adopted daughter 
Lucienne, the illegitimate child of his only 
son Lucien, who died before him. The 
baron directed that his will should be pro- 
bated according to Austrian law, laying 
particular stress upon the fact that he 
was above everything else an Austrian 
citizen. Now, according to the Austrian 
code, an adopted child, when the adoption 
has. been put into legal form, has identical- 
ly the same right as a child of the testator 
bern in wedlock. Under these circum- 
stances Lucienne, who is now fifteen years 
of age, has a right, not merely to the 
$1,000,000 which the baron bequeathed to her, 
but to one-half of his entire fortune, the 
rethaining half going to his wife. Accord- 
ing to legal experts, this flaw suffices to 
invalidate the entire will and to annul all 
special bequests, leaving the whole fortune 
of $150,000,000 to be divided in two equa] 
parts between the young girl and the 


widow.

Captain Borry, of the Excelsior mills, Au- 
gusta, appearéd before the board, and 
some Brunswick mills wére represented by 
letter. President George C. Smith, of the 
Atlanta and West Point; General Manager 
Lane, of the Georgia Southern and Florida; 
Commissioner Haskell, of the Southeastern 
Car Service Association, and Major Joseph 
B. Cumming, of Augusta, counsel for the 
Georgia road, appeared to oppose the pe- 
tition. Captain Berry asked to have the 
average free time extended to six days. He 
recited a number of things which are liable 
to happen and which may prevent a miller 
from unloading grain prompily. 

Major Cumm.ng, who appeared for all 
the roads in this hearing, argued that the 
roads ought not to be required to do 
warehousing for consignees. The board 
declined to grant the application.

He had held the same 
position with the railroad company for 
over fifty years, and was in charge of the 
drawbridge at the time of the terrible 
South Norwalk disaster, in 1853. It was at 
first thought that he was responsible for 
the disaster, but the late Senator Ferry, 
who was talking with Mr. Harford at the 
time of the disaster, proved to the con- 
trary, and it was shown that the signals 
were correctly set to stop the train, the 
draw being open. 


SCOOPS ANOTHER. 


The Southern Gets a 100 Years’ Lease 
on the Cincinnati Southern. 

The Southern and the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton have made a joint lease 
of the Cincinnati Southern for 100 years, 
with an option on the road. At least their 
bid has been accepted, and the lease pa- 
pers will be fixed up. 

At the end of 100 years the lessees will 
have the privilege of buying the property 
for $19,000,000, which is the sum it cost the 
city of Cincinnati to build the line. 

The successful bidders represent the 
present lessees of the route. They are: 
A. B. Andrews, first vice president of the 
Southern railway, and Henry A. Taylor, 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
railway. These two Cincinnati systems 
recently obtained control of the Southern. 
The bidders agree to pay the present 
rental of $240,000 a year till 1902, a total of 
$1,440,000. After that date they agree to 
pay the city 10 per cent on gross earnings 
of the road in excess of $4,500,500 a year 
until 1996, when they may purchase the 


|.road outright for $19,000,000 in gold. 


The bid is virtually for a perpetual lease 
with privilege of purchasing it-in 1996 for 
$19,000,000. In addition the bidders agree 
to make repairs to the extent of $200,000 a 
vear for eight years, and to put up cash 
security for the faithful performance of 
the contract. They also agree that head- 
quarters shall remain in Cincinnati, and 
also to expend not less than $3,000,600 for 
terminal facilities. It cost the city $19,000,- 
000 to build the line, which extends from 
Cincinnati to Chattanooga, Tenn., in almost 
an air line, a distance of 336 miles. 

Special Trains in France. 

They have a slow way of doing things in 
France. Heretofore it has required several 
days to get permission to run a special 
train for excursions or extra movements, 
By a new arrangement, the time is cut 
down to two days. The situation is ex- 
plained thus: 

In France, when for any reason a rail- 
road company wishes to put on a special 
train for excursions, pilgrimages, etc., and 
the occasions for them have become very 
numerous, it was required to apply for per- 


which referred the application to the gov- 
ernment inspecting officer of the district 
affected, who was required to investigate 
and report back to the ministry, which 
thereupon approved or disapproved, and 
notified both company and inspecting offi- 
cers, when the company was free to act.

Soundings show heavy blue clay at thirty 
feet, and it is the theory that this hard- 
pan slopes from the track and the stone 
glides down the sides of the elevation into 
the soft soil above it. All the section men 
on the division who can be spared are 
working night and day on the sink hole. 
The ground on either side of the track has 
bulged up by the masses of rock dumped 
in, so that the track is under water. 

A Mexican Mineral Line. 

Monterey, Mexico, June 16.—The negotia- 
tions which have been pending for the 
construction of the railroad to the San 
Nicolas and San Carlos mining camp in the 
state of Tamaulipas have been closed. 
This concession is owned by General Gero- 
nimo Trezino, and carries the same sub- 
sidy as the Monterey and Gulf. The rail- 
road will’ tap one of the richest mining 
districts in northern Mexico, and from the 
start has an assured tonnage, both from 
the copper camps of San Carlos and San 
Jose, and the high-grade lead ores of San 
Nicolas. J. A. Bobertson is the moving 
spirit in the enterprise. Work will shortly 
commence from the station of Garza valley, 
on the line of the Monterey and Mexican 
Gulf.

Mississippi—Vicksburg: Cotton and’ corn 
injured by lice, blight and rust; corn laid 
by, but needs rain badly, especially in west- 
ern and northern portions; gardens and 
minor crops also suffering for moisture. 

Louisiana—New Orleans: Light scattered 
showers and cool nights in droughty area, 
covering north central and central parishes; 
all crops need rain, and old corn 1s in a 
precarious condition; cotton good and frutt- 
ing nicely; cane being laid by in good con- 
dition. 

Texas—Galveston: The growth of cotton 
has been checked in most. sections by 
drought, but the plant has been ftmproved 
by showers in localities over central and 
western agricultural districts; the crop is 
in a good state of cultivation, and not- 
withstanding drought it continues blooming 
and fruiting; corn improved in localities .by 
showers, but crops suffering for rain; high 
winds blew the stalk down where showers 
occurred: rice and vegetables need rain; 
fruit ripening nicely. 

Arkansas—Little Rock: Weather too cool 
for cotton; some reports of lice, though 
generally condition of this crop is most 
favorable: corn much in need of rain, and 
serious injury will result if dry weather.

BULLETIN ISSUED FROM 
WEATHER BUREAU 
Showing the Condition of the Grow- 
ing Crops and Where Rain 
Has Fallen. 


The crop bulletin issued yesterday by 
the weather bureau is as follows: 


“The weather during the seven days 
ending June 15th, was not alto- 
gether so favorable as could have been 
desired. The nights in the northern and 
central counties were a little too cool for 
cotton, and as a result, there is a very 
general complaint of lice on that plant. 
There is also some complaint of grass and 
weeds, though the great majority of fields 
are clean and in a good state of cultiva- 
tion. Cotton is blooming in all sections 
of the state and squares and small bolls 
are numerous in the southern portion. 
Except in a few localities, where dam- 
aged by the late drought, corn fs in ex- 
cellent condition and is very promising 
throughout the state. Wheat and oats 
have been harvested, the former giving 
a fair yield and the latter turning out 
very short. (Minor crops, pastures and 
gardens, are generally in a flourishing 
condition. (Melons are a-fair crop and be- 
ginning to appear in the market. 


North Section. 


“The past week has been remarkably 
cool for the time of year, but one of al- 
most continuous sunshine, except in a few 
localities where good rains have fallen. 
Vegetation of all kinds are growing 
vigorously, and wheat threshing is in 
progress and yielding fairly well. Corn is 
being laid by in good condition and much 
earlier than usual: some of it is tasseling. 
Cotton is not growing so well, on account 
of unseasonable temperature, and there

“In this section of the state the weather 
has been very favorable. and everything 
is in good condition. The planters have 
been busy laying by corn and cleaning 
cotton of grass. The nights have been a 
little too cool for cotton and there is con- 
siderable complaint of lice. Cotton is not 
loking as wel] as last week on account of 
having too much rain and lice; grass has 
also done slight damage to the crops 
where it has not been properly worked 
out; many fields are in bloom. Potatoes 
and peas are being planted extensively. 
Corn is shooting and tasseling and the 
indications point to a good vield. Wheat, 
Oats and rve are being threshed. The oat 
crop is below an average.’ The straw is 
short, but the heads are fair. Vegetables, 
since the rain, are vigorous. Cane is also 
looking fine since the showers. Melons 
are doing moderately well. Grapes need 
some more rain to ripen. It is thought 
they will make a good cron. 

Southern Section. 

“Good showers have put crops in fine 
growing condition. except cotton, which 
has suffered greatly from cool nights and 
lice, which are doing considerable dam- 
age to the plant in some localities. Corn 
has been plowed the last time, and looks 
well: it is tasseling and shooting. The 
oat crop is short. Melons and peaches ure 
plentiful in local markets and consider- 
able quantities have been shipped. The 
melon crop will be shorter than usual, 
however, on account of reduction in acre- 
age. Berries of all kinds are plentiful. 
Great quantities of sweet potatoes*are be- 
‘ing set out, but Irish potatoes are very 
poor. Vegetables of all kinds are good ex- 
cept cabbage and turnips, which are 
rather backward and infected with bugs.”

WHAT HAS BECOME OF CONLEY’S PROPERTY? 


The Litigation Has Been Pending for 
More Than Ten Years and the 
End Is Not Yet in Sight. 


Suit was filed yesterday by E. 8. Mc- 
John Broad, against ex Governor R. B. 
Bullock in the sum of $37,816.26, including 
both interest and principal, due the estate 
of Juhbn Broad, by Captain Jchn L. Con- 
ley, who was at. one time the ac(iministra- 


tor of the estate. 

Iiy Gover or Bullock 
signers of the bond made by Captain Con- 
ley at the time he was appointed adminis- 
trator of the John Broad estate. A few 
days ago judgment was rendered against 
Captain Conley for the amoiunt cue the 
estate, but the sheriff reported that he 
could find no property of Captain Conley 
upon which to levy the Judgment. 

Upon this report of the sheriff, Attorney 
Burton Smith, representing Adminis:rator 
McCandless, filed suit against ex-Governor 
Bulleck, holding the signers of the bond 
of Captain Conley liable for the amount 
cf money which was owed the heirs of the 
estate. 

The story of the death of John Broad, a 
wealthy Englishman, and the appointment 
of Captain Conley as administrator, is fresh 
in the mind of the public. John Broad 
left a large estate, and during the adminis- 
tration of aCptain Conley it is said he 
collected about $20,000 whioh has never 
been paid the estate. Captain Conley aid 
not deny owing the estate money, but he 
claimed that he ‘lid not know t9 Whom 
the money should be paid. 

A few days ago Judge Lumpkin 1uled 
that the report of the special master in the 


Administrator McCandless was the proper 
person to receive tne money. Judgment 
was then ordered against Captain Coniey, 
but it was shown that the property was 
not in his name, and. the other suit was 
then filed against the bondsmen, 

The litigation is now more than ten years 
old, and is likely to remain in the courts 
yet several years. The case will probably 
be carried to the supremé court before it 
is finished. ; 


Says She Couldn’t Get Off Quickly. 

Louvenia James, a colored washerwoman 
wighing 350 pounds, has sued the Atlanta 
Railway Company for damages she claims 
to have received last Friday morning.
